All PARC repeaters (9-3-91) are 
operating with good sensitivity and 
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power output leaving the bunker 
although we have been suspecting 
problems with several antennas 
and/or feedlines lately. It needs to 
be remembered that Palomar momtain 
is a very HARSH INVIORNMENT with 
winds, rain, snow, amd icicles 
hanging from the tower and antennas 
horizontally. Falling ice fram above 
sometimes bends or breaks elements 
on antennas below. Sometimes water 
gets sucked into the feedlines and 
freezes causing problems. It seeans 
as if OUR BIGGEST problem is getting 
users of the repeater systems to put 
somthing into the site other than 
weak RF signals. —SK- 

It is true that som of you 
don't want to climb towers (I'm 
almost 63 and do 50% of all PARC 
climbing -Ed) and some of you are 
only one step ahead of the grave 
with test equipment. But our 
technical people do all of this plus 
they have to clean up the site, cut 
brush, paint, and do the 1000's of 
grunt jobs that need to be done 
around the site. So if you don't 
like to climb towers or you find 
technical work painful and shocking, 
VOLUNTEER for some menial job which 
will release our technical people to 
do what they do best: working on the
